JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 23— 
Gov. John M. Dalton said today 
that he will ask the 1963 Legis 
lature to change statutes under 
which it has been necessary to 
place two maior of 
State government 
directors. 

The laws, he said. 
Division of Health. headed bv 
Dr. Henry M. Hardwicke as act- 
ing director, and the Division of 
Public Buildings, headed by Act- 
ing Director John Paulus. who 
is also chief of the state plan- = 
ning and construction section 

Gov. Dalton asserted the sal- 
ary limitation for the position of 
director of health is too low to 
attract a qualified administrator. 
The problem in the public build- 
ings division arises from an un- 
necessary duplication of func- 
tions and duties with the plan- 
ning and construction section. 

Four Acting Directors. 

Four major state divisions are 
headed by acting directors. The 
others are the Division of Mental 
Diseases, being directed on a 
six-month trial basis by Dr 
George A. Ulett of St. Louis, and 
the procurement section headed 
by Acting State Purchasing 
Agent Royal 0. Coop>r. 

Special circumstances have 
made Dr. Ulett and Cooper act- 
ing heads of their divisions, and 
the Governor declared he hoped 
that both will soon become full- 
fledged directors by administra- 
tive order. No statutory changes 
are needed to do this, he ex- 
plained. 

Dr. Hardwicke has served as 
acting director of the Division 
of Health since his appointment 
by former Gov. James T. Blair 
in February 1957. Ue was re- 
appointed to the post by Gov. 
Dalton.

Salary Fixed. 

Since Dr. Hardwicke was pre- 
viously a bureau director in the 
health division and was under 
the merit systeri, it was possible 
for him to receive more pay by 
being promoted only to deputy 
director and assigned the duties 
of director. 

Statutes fix the salary of the 
director at $7500 a year, which 
Gov. Dalton said is far too low 
to attract a competent public 
health official into state gov- 
ernment. As deputy and act- 
ing director, Dr. Hardwicke is 
earning $17,000 a vear. 

The governor said he planned 
to recommend that the 1963 Leg- 
islature amend the law to permit 
hiring a director at a salary 
commensurate with his duties 
He pointed out that the mental 
health director can earn up to 
$25,000 a year, yet his duties are 
similar in many respects to the 
$7500-a-year post in public 
health. 

A change in the law is also 
needed to remedy the situation 
in public buiicings, he said. 

Apparen’ Conflict. 

Dalton pointed to an apparent 
conflict in the laws governing 
the Division of Public Buildings 
and of Planning and Construc- 
tion section, both responsible 
for the upkeep of state buildings

Asked for Meeting. 

In New Orleans, the chain of 
events began Nov. 2 when the 
Consumers League, with a mem- 
bership made up chiefly of long- 
shoremen and their families, 
sent a Jetter to the Retail Mer- 
chants Bureau the Chamber 
of Commerce asking for a meet- 
ing. The league wanted to dis- 
cuss three things: Desegregation 
of junch counters in retail stores, 
desegregation of rest room fa- 
cilities in the stores and em- 
ployment of Negroes in other 
than menial jobs 

On Nov. 8&8, the Longshore- 
men’s Better Conditions Club 
contracted with the city to rent 
the municipal auditorium for a 
program Dec. 14.

A month went by, and the 
league received no response to 
its letter to the Chamber of 
Commerce. In mid-December, 
a second letter was sent to 40 
business firms, most of them in 
the central business district, 
asking for negotiations on the 
three points and warning of pos- 
sible consequences if the letter 
were ignored 
’ At about the same time, the 
‘Longshoremen’s Club announced 
that the Rev. Martin Luther 
King, Negro integrationist lead- 
er, would speak at the Dec. 14 
meeting. 

Request for Delay. 

A spokesman for the mer- 
chants asked the league to delay 
‘action on its demands until after 
the Christmas holidays. The re- 
quest was rejected. The league 
served notice it would begin 
picketing the city’s five: largest 
department stores on Saturday, 
Dec. 16. and would urge Negroes 
to boycott those stores.

U. S. General Protests Against 


New Berlin Border ‘Affront’ 


Commander Cancels Call on Russian 
Counterpart After Refusing Red De- 
mand That Aids Show Papers. 


BERLIN. Dec. 23 (AP)—The 
United States Berlin comman- 
dant canceled a call on his Rus- 
sian counterpart today because 
of what the United States mis- 
sion said was a “calculated af- 
front.” The Russians were 
handed a stiff protest. 


Maj. Gen. Albert Watson II, 
in his uniform and in an Army 
car, refused to agree to a de- 
German guards 
that his three civilian aids, in- 
cluding an interpreter, show 


identification papers. 


The General was not barred 
personally, officials said, but he 
turned around at the Friedrich- 
strasse crossing point at the 
|Communist wall and notified 
Col. Andrei Solovyev; the Soviet 
commandant in East Berlin, that 
he was canceling an 11 a.m. ap- 
pointment. 

Protest By U.S. Mission. 

The American mission then 
sent a protest to the Russians 
that ‘‘this additional provocative 
restriction’’ would inevitably 
heighten tension in Berlin. 


A United States spokesman 
said one purpose of Watson's 
was to pro- 
test against a similar incident 
Thursday. Howard _ Trivers, 
United States civilian political 
adviser, was denied entry by 
East Berlin guards when he re- 
fused to identify himself to the 
East Germans. 


Like Watson, Trivers canceled 
an appointment at the Soviet 
headquarters in Karlshorst, a 


suburb deep in East Berlin. 

Today’s protest challenged the 
Soviets to assume responsibility 
for the actions of East German 
guards, whom the Western Al- 
lies refuse to recognize. 


U. S. Warns of Its Effect. 


A United States statement, said 
‘“‘Today’s action by Soviet sec- 
tor German police can only be 
considered a calculated affront 
on the part of the Soviets de- 
signed to rupture hitherto exist 
ing contacts between the Un ted 


States commander and them- 
selves.”’ 
The statement warned § that 


“interference with these contacts 
through this additional provoca- 
tive restriction . will. inevi- 
tably heighten tension in Berlin 
at a time when the Soviet Union 
is proclaiming its willingness to 
seek peaceful solutions of inter- 
national problems.” 

It declared that the Soviets 
bear sole responsibility for the 
actions of the East Germans, 
who were referred to ‘‘as Soviet 
sector German police.” 


Recent Tension Recalled. 


The incident boiled down to 
the same issue that brought a 
16-hour confrontation of Amer- 
ican and Soviet tanks at Fried- 
richstrasse two months ago. This 
was the refusal of the Western 
Allies to deal with the East Ger- 
mans, on the grounds that Ber-

Four courses expected to in- 
crease sharply opportunities for 
Negroes to find skilled jobs in 
the building trades here will be 
Offered at Hadley Technical 
High School beginning Jan. 29, 
the Board of Education an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The courses will be in car- 
pentry, plumbing, electrical wir- 
ing and sheet metal work. Negro 


leaders have urged the intro- 
duction of such classes.

Post-graduate students. will 


spend the entire day in the trade 
shop and finish their course in 
a year and a half, Phillips said. 

In the apprenticeship program 
at O'Fallon, labor-management 
committees for the various 
building trades crafts select the 
participants, Employers give 
apprentices on-the-job training 
and in effect pay for their 
schooling. 

“In regular apprenticeship,” 
Phillips said, ‘“‘the emphasis is 
on. the theoretical phases of the

A syst of assembling like- 
nesses of fugitives from a larger 
assortment of standardized 
shapes of parts of faces has been 
adopted by the St. Louis County 
Police Department, it was an- 
nounced yesterday 

The system, devised by a com- 
mercial firm, of a kit 
containing 525 transparent films 
or ‘foils’ shaped according to 
basic characteristics of various 
parts of the face. 

By superimposing films as sug- 
gested by witnesses, a total of 
62,000,000,000 faces can be de- 
vised, it is claimed by the manu- 
facturers. The kit, small enough 
to fit into an automobile glove 
compartment, has been leased by 
the county depaitment for $300 
a. year,

Light in the Wilderness 


Throughout the Western world—and be- 
yond it, too—men today begin the celebration 
of a miracle. Even those who do not hold 
with miracles join in the festivities. Nor do 
they.do so simply because they have been 
brought to it by enterprising merchants 
While few disdain the gauds and the gift: 
the Christmas miracle is older: and deeper 
than the glitter 

Consider the trappers and traders, the ex- 
plorers and soldiers who through the citys 
first century went westward from St 
into the wilderness. They might not see an- 
other man for rigorous months on end 3ut 
full of old memories, the red-sashed moun- 
tain men sought company for the fete. It 
was the day for the mission-chapel mass and 
buffalo meat at Manuel Lisa's fort. It was the 

de joie, a circle of bonfires, and 
little luxunes out of the ordinary. 

Naturally, the wilderness was less lonel\ 
for companies of explorers like the one led 
by Captain Lewis and Captain Clark. They 
also never failed to mark Christmas. Ac- 
cording to the Lewis and Clark journal, it 
rained and stormed throughout November 
and December of 1805. But here is the

Washington Irving's Astorians, especially 
those led westward from St. Louis by Wilson 
Price Hunt. had an even harder time.

The timber grad- 
ually diminished The game grew more 
and more scanty The snow lay fifteen 
inches deep But they. held their sea- 
sonal celebration even though “as an extra 
regale, having no tobacco left, they cut up 
an old tobacco pouch, still redolent with the 
potent herb, and smoked it in honor of the 
day.”’

The Christmas eve fireworks were ca 
cidedly magnificent. Tall, isolated pires 
surrounding the camp were set:on fire. The 
flames leaped to the treetops, then, dving 
away, sent up innumerable brilliant sparks 
An Indian dance was succeeded by songs 
from the teamsters, and a pastoral (‘based 
on the Nativity’) enacted by the Mexicans, 
after their usual custom at this festival 
In this state of society, so free trom ambi 
tion for wealth or power, the realities of life 
are in great measure subject to the ideal 


The meaning of Christmas was clear to the 
missionarv-scientist from St. Louis University, 
Father Jean Pierre De Smet. For him, Dec. 
25. 1844 was “a great and glorious day in the 
Rocky Mountains” because at the midnight 
mass “300 voices rose spontaneously from 
the midst of the forest. and entoned in the 
language of the Pends d’Oreilles, the beauti- 
ful canticle ‘Du Dieu puissant tout announce 
la glorre,’” causing him to ponder “the union, 
the contentment, the joy, and charity which 
pervaded the whole assembly.” 

Perhaps the celebration of Christmas was 
easier amid the simplicities of the wilderness 
than it is amidst our distracting plenty. It is 
not easy to sing the carols to the accompani- 
ment of sonic booms. The men of the West- 
ern wilderness built shelters against the 
weather, but not against nuclear fallout 
Father De Smet believed in the miracle of 
“the Child that shaped the Occident.” The 
others believed at least in the miracle of 
progress. Neither faith is easy in a world so 
suspended in peril that it seems strange to 
men. So with or without faith, there is a 
vearning for “peace on.earth,” a desire for 
the miracle which would induce the nations 
to put aside their bombs. 

The celebration of the old Christmas rites. 
the singing of carols, the trimming of trees. 
the lighting of candles and the exchange of 
gifts, all these surely are a repudiation of the 
new strangeness. an affirmation of the old 
warmth. They must be a reminder, too, that 
the promise was made to “men of good will,” 
an assurance that the miracle of peace can 
be of mans making. The year. Georges 
Duhamel said, not the world is in decline 


The vear has come to its end. and all 
over the face of the civilized world. in the 
poorest homes as well as in the richest pal 
aces, the lights begin to go on In an 
other moment. in the glow of the candle: 
a figure begins to appear whose sight will 
dispel the nightmares of the philosophers 
It is the figure of a very tiny infant, watched 
over by a man and a woman, and warmed 
by the breath of an ass and an ox—witnesses 
of life primeval Between the future 
and the past, something begins to take 
place. slowly, but sufficient to form an in 
dissoluble bond: the smile of the little child 
will once more deliver us from despair 


How It Is in Japan 


St. Louisans who worry about such prob- 
lems. as traffic, housing and municipal serv- 
ices might take comfort at this season of the 
year in contemplating the plight of Tokyo, 
which has been described as Japan’s New 
York, Washington and Pittsburgh rolled into 
one. ‘Tokyo has a population of 8,200,000 
which makes it the largest city in the world 
The population jumps by 50,000 a montP: 
there is a housing shortage of 400.000 family 
units 

Now for the traffic. Before World War II 
there were 50,000 automobiles in Tokyo, most 
of them of small size. There are 12 times 
that number today. But it is not the number 
of machines but the lack of streets for them 
to traverse that causes the trouble. 
96 per cent of the city area is devoted to 
roads, as compared to 35 per cent in New 
Amd of 
the 96 per cent, only a small portion con- 
sists of modern streets: the rest is made up 
of narrow alleys. Houses have to be low to 
cope with the earthquake hazard, so there is 
no way to build high-rise apartments and 
make way for more streets. 

But Tokvo residents take this in their 
stride and complain mainly about garbage 
collections, which are supposed to be made 
twice a week but usually are not. Only 20 
per cent of the city is connected to a sewage 
system. There have been so many complaints 
about collections recently that refuse trucks

The Bermuda Talks 

President Kennedy's meeting with Prime 
Minister Macmillan in Bermuda has cleared 
the way for the next stage of negotiations on 
Berlin. That was apparently the most im- 
portant result of the two-day conference. 
The agreement to continue preparations for 
atmospheric nuclear tests, pending an actual 
decision on test resumption, only ratifies and 
continues the present situation. The plea 


for progress toward disarmament restates a

position both had taken before 

The new Berlin talks to be conducted bv 
the United States Ambassador in Moscow will 
take place with the active support of the 
British, the somewhat less active support of 
the West Germans, and the skeptical neu- 
trality of President De Gaulle. It would be 
better if De Gaulle were thoroughly in accord 
with the other allies, but since all attempts to 
gain his active co-operation have failed, the 
others must move on without him. France is 
hardly in a position to veto the results 

It is not by any means certain that there 
will be results. Indeed the very fact that 
Moscow has relaxed the pressure momentar 
ily may mean that the Soviets are less inter- 
ested in negotiations, now that Berlin is di 
vided by the great wall, than they were last 
summer. This only underscores the point 
that the West itself has something to gain 
from a Berlin settlement, if one can be reached 
without the abandonment of its vital inter- 
ests. An arrangement with the Russian 
which among other things recognized West- 
ern rights in Berlin, would be far preferable 
to the daily enforcement of those rights by 
military power against the East Germans 

Just as Khrushchev had the powers to make 
a basic change in Berlin’s situation by sealing 
the border and building the 
the power to squeeze the 


wall. so he has 
West position 
there in various ways. short of war. It is 
to the West's own interest to stay his hand, 
if possible, by an honorable agreement fixing 
a new status for the city, for ‘vhich he could 
be held responsible. Agreement may not be 
attainable; but President Kennedy and Mr 
Macmillan are right in resolving to have a 
try at least. 


Gov. Dalton’s Good Offices 

Governor Dalton effectively used his good 
offices in behalf of 18.Negro students in Mis- 
Sissippl county who were unable to enroll in 
any of the, county's four high schools last 
september. The Governor made iwo trips to 
that southeast Missouri area recently andsthe’ 
turned out to be quite productive: The st 
dents will be accepted at Anniston High 
School, the one closest to their homes; their 
own school district has no high schoo! 

There would have been no problem in that 
county had a proposed school district reor- 
ganization been approved la summer; it 
would have put all the youngsters in a single 
district. The plan was turned down by a 
combination of anti-tax propaganda and agita 
tion from those who hoped to prevent rural 
Negro students from enrolling in high school. 

Thanks to the Governor's intervention the 
anti-Negro attitude has been frustrated for 
the mofnénf. The real democrats in Missouri 
will hope it stays that way. 


The Indonesian Pot 

There is a well-known adage in the Far 
East that the Indonesian pot often bubbles 
but seldom boils over. So nothing may come 
of President Sukarno’s threat to invade West 
New Guinea. He has blustered before. But 
the difference today is that Dr. Sukarno has 
in front of him the cynical example of India’s 
aggression against the tiny Portuguese en- 
claves of Goa, Damao and Diu. 

Indonesia would have even less excuse than 
India for military action. Indonesia has 
claimed West Irian, as it calls the territory. 
since the country’ achieved | 
from the Dutch Dec. 27.

independence 
1949. The basis for 
its claim has varied, as has that of the Dutch. 
But as a practical matter West New Guinea. 
160,000 square miles of equatorial mountain 
and swamp inhabited by 700,000 
Papuans, is a liability 

It appears that West New Guinea will be a 
liability for a good many vears to. come. The 
best solutidn is probably an_ international 
trusteeship, which Indonesia has rejected 
Since Indonesia has not shown that it can 
keep its own house in order, the United 
Nations has never had much sympathy for 
its desire to govern more territory. The situ- 
ation has led many to conclude that the issue 
is one raised by Indonesian politicians mainly 
to distract attention from domestic failures 

Indonesia is potentially the richest and 
most powerful nation in Southeast Asia and 
if is tragic that it has been unable to make 
faster progress. Part of this is due to the 
repressive Dutch colonial policies, but some 
of it must be attributed to a lack of national 
purpose. Indonesian leaders, including Dr. 
Sukarno, have acknowledged economic chaos. 
of which a nightmare inflation is the major 
ingredient. 

Dr. Sukarno is strong enough politically 
to have his way on aggression against West 
New Guinea. But if he goes ahead with his 
plan it may indicate the Indonesian econom: 
is worse off than it seems. There ‘s no ra- 
tional excuse for an attempt to take West 
New Guinea by force.

Historical Gambit 
Parties and other social occasions are an 
‘aspect of the holiday season that many per- 
sons aren’t fully equipped to handle. Witty, 
urbane, and profound conversation on these 
occasions takes hard work and study.

The dinner she prepared was in 
marked contrast to the fare she had 
been accustomed to, and with only 
faithful John, the colored servant, to 
help her. In ‘‘Reminiscences of Peace 
and War,”’ she wrote 

“I resolved to give my family a 
Christmas dinner. John invented a 
method of making a perfectly satisfac- 
tory pie out of sorghum molasses, 
thickened with a little flour, mixed 
with walnut meats, and baked in a 
‘raised’ crust. He prepared a number 
of these. I bought a piece of corned 
beef for fifty dollars. This boiled with 
peas. But just as we were about to 
gather around the table, we saw a for- 
lorn company of soldiers passing the 
door They had gone out on some 
raid a week before. The snow was fall- 
ing fast, the soldiers walked wearily, 
with dejected countenances. ‘Boys,’ I 
said, ‘are you willing to send the dish 
of beef and peas out to them?’ They 
agreed, if only they might -carry it; 
and the bold little fellows liked the 
pleasure they gave more than fhey 
would have enjoyed the dinner. They 
were full of it for days afterward.” 

“I beg to present to vou as a Chnist- 
mas gift the City of Savannah.”* These 
were the words contained in Gen, 
Sherman's telegrams, sent to Presi- 
cent Lincoln on Sunday, Dec. 25, 1864. 
The news spread quickly, and both 
capitals were buzzing with excitement. 
On New Year's Day, 1865, jubilant 
spirits kindled within the hearts of 
many the hope that they had witnessed 
the last of the grim war Christmases.

The first day of winter is the begin- 
ning of the new year. That country- 
side with its stark white church and 
brown fields, its tattered oaks and its 
gray sky warm with unfallen snow, 
seems at last ready for the long heimal 
sleep, and we bang the shutters on it 
with impatience at the thought of three 
months or more of frozen opportunity.

More than one so 
ciety was founded on the belief that the 
sun only returned because it was 
coaxed into doing so, by human sacri- 
fice or otherwise. 

It is frankly impossible to imagine 
what life in such circumstances could 
have been like. Fully recorded civili- 
zation has always placed its faith in 
supernatural agencies, not in natural 
ones, and the fault is no longer in our, 
or any, stars. 

Nevertheless, the rebirth of the Sun 
King is still celebrated, by reflection 
as it were, in many an appurtenance 
of Christmas. Green boughs brought 
indoors, mistletoe and holly, the Christ- 
mas tree itself, even Santa Claus, who 
is more easily identified with a Teu- 
tonic pagan god than with St. Nicholas, 
are all ancient reminders of the mew 
direction the earth's axis takes in De- 
cember. Why not? The suspicions and 
fear behind these symbols Lave been 
purged and forgotten. We need make 
no more hargains with the sun, but we 
can still be grateful for its blessings.

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Wartime G.I.s Tough Movie Critics 


News That New Guinea Is Acquiring Drive-In Theater Brings Back Memories

Ward's Strip once was one of 
the busiest bomber bases in the 
Southwest Pacific. The United 
States Fifth Air Force flew from 
Ward's Strip at Port Moresby 
New Guinea. from 1942 through 
1945. Then quiet, 
and grass Ward's 
It would be quiet there still had 
not an American-style intrusion 
taken place. A drive-in movie 
was opened at the old air base 
last month, 

Pacific Islands Monthly, a 
news magazine with congiderable 
back-fence charm, reports that 
the drive-in is the first in the 
South Pacific. This will dismay 
thousands of Americans who 
served there. They have filed 
Port Moresby in their memories 
as a charming town with streets 
of dust, without drive-ins 

They remember 
who would have been 
over-dressed in a T-shirt, and 
they remember the rock dust 
kicked up by prop wash and bull- 
dozers and the confused comings 
and goings of men busy with a 
war. The landscaping was just 
as nature had dumped it on

The American airmen at 
Moresby claimed to be the 
world’s foremost authorities on

seen them all. According to the 
Pacific Island’s Monthly, Ward's 
Strip still has an irresistible pull- 
ing power for old movies. The 
new drive-in features what the 
trade calls “‘second releases.”’ 


Australian promoters of the 
American-style drive-in hint that 
they feature ‘‘second releases” 
because they are thoughful of 
their customers. The promoters 
indicate they are doing a public 
service, bringing back the pic-

tures ‘‘Mum and Dad missed 
when they were at home babv- 
sitting.”” The promoters have 
about $200,000 tied up in the the- 
ater and are anxious that the 
customers appreciate what is be 
ing done for them. 


There were no such problems 
of customer-relations among the 
old drive-in, walk-in and 
times fly-in movie crowd that 
gathered near Ward’s Strip. The 
audience knew all about the ben- 
efits of relaxation. The strip was 
the take-off point for bombers 
bound for attacks on Lae, We- 
wak or Rabaul. The strip was 
the haven for bombers inward 
bound, frequently shot up and 
carrying wounded men.

DEAR DR. MOLNER: Please explain what is meant bv a 
leaking heart valve, which I am supposed to have. Is it 
serious, and what is the treatment ?—F.L.

So what's a leaky valve? It’s a valve that doesn’t 
close quite tightly enough. When it closes, it still per- 
mits a little blood to flow backward through the valve. 
The chamber to the rear of the valve accepts some 
blood from each direction, instead of accepting it 
from only one direction. So you can see that the degree 
of leakiness is important. A little leak can be tolerated. 
A large leak can be serious. Your doctor can tell you 
how serious your problem is. Heart surgery some- 
times is the only recourse, 


» NOTE TO M.D.C.: No, I don’t know of any case of cancer 
that has been “traced to diet, dieting or dieting pills.” But I 
also claim that reducing pills can cause some other troubles. 
They should be taken only under your doctor's direction. 


“Vitamin starvation” is possible even if you 
eat a lot. In order ta check your diet to make 
sure you are getting necessary nourishment, write 
to Dr. Molner in care of the Post-Dispatch for a 
copy of his pamphlet, “Vitamins—The Alphabet 
of Health.”

Oct. 10 

Mrs. Swatn and her compan- 
ions were jolted out of the nine- 
teenth century and thrust sud- 
denly into present-day realities. 

On their island home, halfway 
between South Africa and the 
Argentine, the Tristanians were 
almost forgotten members of the 
family of man. They lived far 
away and primitively and, in a 
strange way, quite happily. They 
feared God. Mail came twice a 
vear. They were remarkably 
healthy. They had no policeman, 
or jail, and didn’t need either. 
They spoke English softly in 
phrases that sound like an echo 
of the Old Testament.

Tristanians are descendants of 
a few doughty men and women 
who, beginning in 1817, deliber- 
ately sought to escape from the 
world. Less than a dozen of the 
refugees had ever been away 
from the three little islands of 
the Tristan group. So what they 
are seeing and experiencing is 
new and amazing 

What impresses them most in 
many cases surprises the so- 
phisticated Briton. On an island 
too rough for bicycles they had 
heard about railway trains, traf- 
fic. high buildings and police 
men, and had imagined what 
thev would be like 

Rut amazing was, for instance, 
Mrs. Swain’s oak tree. On the 
island the nearest approach to a 
tree is a scrubby juniper, all 
right to make a fire in a stove, 
but not big enough for lumber.

Mrs. Joan Repetto, about 
to give birth to the first Tristan 
baby to be born in Britain, was 
alarmed by ‘‘people in masks” at 
the Red Hill county hospital to 
which she had been taken. She 
felt better when she was as- 
sured that the folks in masks 
were doctors and nurses. The 
baby was a girl, born Nov. 17. 


About the same time John- 
ny Green, 67, died of pnew- 
monia and the camp medical 
officer, Dr. Norman Samuels, 
said that probably he would be 
alive today had there been no 
volcano. Away from the island 
the refugees are susceptible to 
respiratory diseases. 


But Johnny Green's widow, 
Sophie, accepted fate with the 
Christian patience that is charac 
teristic of the group.

Tristan was discovered by 
Portuguese explorer Tristao da 
Cunha in 1506. But its history 
so far as man is concerned didn't 
really start until 1790 when an 
American ship, the Industry, was 
based there catching 
One man of the crew, whose 
name is inscribed in old records 
as Jonothen Lambert, decided to 
stay, and declared himself owner 
of the island 

He had vanished by 1816 when 
the British put a garrison ashore 
to make sure that Napoleon 
didn't escape from his second 
exile, on the island of St. Helena 
1600 miles to the north. 


The garrison left in 1817, but 
a Scottish artilleryman, Cpl. 
William Glass, stayed with his 
South African wife. Shipwrecked 
sailors joined them. The hardy 
community survived and even 
thrived at what has been called 
the loneliest spot on earth. Some 
women were brought from St 
Helena, but Mrs. Swain is proud 
of her Italian origins

A’ 7:56 on a recent Wednesday morning, the phone 
rang in the St. Louis Fire Department alarm head- 
quarters on the fourth floor of City Hall—das it does 
some 25 times a day. An excited voice said: “There's 
a fire at Witte Hardware, 706 North Third street!” 

That simple statement triggered into action St. 
Louis’ huge (1112 men, 128 vehicles) Fire Department 
and set off a chain of events that moved swiftly but 
with extreme precision. Within 13 minutes, alarm 
headquarters had sounded five alarms, calling out 
more than 150 firemen and 31 fire trucks. Indirectly 
involved were 13 other trucks and 70 additional firemen. 

The result: Three lives were saved, the fire —a 
big one—was confined to one downtown building, 
and despite the enormous amount of fire-fighting man- 
power and equipment tied up, the rest of the city re 
mained adequately protected. 

. It is the Fire Department's job, of course, to be 
prepared to handle any fire, whether an ashpit in a 
sparsely settled area or a big downtown hotel filled 
with people. But preparedness is the unspectacular 
phase of fire fighting, and when a major blaze is 
battled for hours, with possibly heroic rescues or tragic 
fatalities, the result overshadows the preparation that 
goes into meeting just such an emergency. 

In the Witte fire, for example, 18 engine (pumper) 
companies (with five or six men to a company), five 
hook and ladder companies, one rescue squad, five 
hose wagons and seven Fire Department officers — 
including the fire chief, the assistant chief and a deputy 
chief —responded to the five alarms. Each piece 
of apparatus was dispatched according to a care 
fully predetermined plan. 

Here’s the way it worked: On receipt of the 
“still” (phoned) alarm at headquarters, the dispatcher, 
recognizing the address as in a high-value downtown 
district, immediately “struck” the fire-alarm box near- 
est the scene. This was box No. 2214 at the corner 
of Fourth street and Lucas avenue. (The result was 
the same as though someone had pulled the box 
itself, one of 2165 scattered throughout the city.) 

For each box there is a “running card” listing 
equipment that responds to an alarm from that box, so 
every fire company knows its assignment in advance. 
Every fireman on duty automatically is alerted, and 
every engine house is advised of all moves. Com- 
panies that go on the first alarm speed off; those 
scheduled on the running card to answer a second, 
third, fourth or fifth alarm stand by. 

Any companies on the card that may already be 
on a call —as three were when the Witte alarm came 
in—are substituted for automatically by other com- 
panies. Because every unit knows what every other 
unit is doing at the moment, none has to be told what 
to do. Each operates by the prearranged plan. 

So when box 2214 was struck at 7:56 a.m., Engine 
Companies 41, 40 and 6, Hook and Ladder Companies 
13 and 4, Rescue Squad 1, Hose Wagon | and Officer 
(battalion chief) 1 responded immediately. (The pre 
determined plan, naturally, calls for equipment nearest 
the fire scene be dispatched.) ~ 

Within a minute or two, this apparatus arrived at 
the blazing Witte building, which the officer knew to 
be a four-story, 100-year-old brick building with wood 
floors, joists, beams and columns. (Each officer is 
charged with knowing, by personal inspection, every 


major building, itscontents and occupants, in his district.) 

The officer, quickly sizing up the fire as a bad 
one, radioed alarm headquarters for more equipment. 
At 7:59, headquarters sounded the second alarm. Into 
every engine house it went by radio, loudspeaker. 
phone and punched tape. Automatically Engines 39, 
15 and 93, Hook and Ladder 7, Hose Wagons 2 and 4 
and Officer 2—all standing by—rolled from their 
houses. Assistant Chief Robert Olsen Jr., along with 
the deputy chief on duty, also responded. (The chief 
or assistant chief, whoever is on duty, and the deputy 
answer every second alarm.) 

At 8:02, the third alarm sounded, summoning three 
more engines, another hook and ladder, another hose 
wagon and another officer. The fourth alarm at 8:05 
brought four more pumpers, another hose wagon and 
another officer. At 8:09, on the fifth alarm, four more 
pumpers and another hook and ladder responded. 

It so happened that three pumpers, due to go 
on the third, fourth and fifth alarms, respectively, 
had answered a residential call at 7:52 — four minutes 
before the first Witte alarm. Three others filled in for 
them. In addition, Fire Chief James J. Mullen, who 
arrived on the third alarm, summoned an extra pumper. 

Meanwhile, some equipment from outlying areas 
was being moved into some of the vacated engine 
houses to protect those districts. Each “move-up” 
company assumed the identity of the company it tem- 
porarily replaced and stood by to answer its calls. If 
another fire had broken out somewhere else in the 
city, each was prepared to respond according to the 
predetermined running card for any box struck. 

Technique of fighting a fire, especially a big fire, 
is a story in itself, but essentially it can be reduced 
to three points, in this order: Save people, confine fire, 
extinguish fire. Accomplishing these require highly 
trained personnel and highly complex operations. In 
the Witte fire, the first firemen on the scene rescued 
two women and a man hanging on makeshift escape 
ladders on the side of the blazing building. Then the 
firemen and their cohorts concentrated on preventing 
the fire from spreading to adjoining buildings. By 
10:30 a.m.— 2% hours after the first alarm —the fire 
was under control (confined), but not until 6:45 p.m. 
did Assistant Chief Olsen “strike out” and signal 
some companies to return to their houses. Other 
companies that remained at the scene to “plug” (pre- 
vent flare-ups) were relieved by fresh units. The last 
departed at 3 a.m.—19 hours after the first alarm. 

But a fireman‘’s work is never done. Several of 
the companies had hardly returned to their houses, 
hung up their wet “lines” (hoses) and repacked their 
trucks with dry lines when a four-clarm fire broke out 
in an old Y.M.C.A. building at 1909 St. Louis avenue 
on the near North Side. Box 2454 was struck at 10:46 
p.m., simultaneously with a “still” (phoned-in) alarm. 
Twenty-four companies — 18 of which had been at the 
Witte fire — responded, as slated on the running card 
for box 2454. Also summoned were four tired bat- 
talion chiefs, the chief and deputy chief, while seven 
companies from other districts moved up to fill the 
voids. At 2:06 a.m., the fire was struck out. 

That Wednesday — with a five-alarm and a four- 
alarm fire within 15 hours —cannnot be regarded as a 
typical day for the Fire Department. But it is an out- 
standing example of the Department in operation.

eer “The Messiah” is the most famous 
extended musical work traditionally per- 
formed in observance of Christmas and Easter. 
How this most popular of sacred oratorios got its 
start, under trying circumstances, more than two 
centuries ago, is told in a color film strip from 
which the ilustrations on these pages are repro- 
duced. The illustrations are by Robert S. Robi- 
son, faculty member of the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Fine Arts. The film, titled “The 
Story of Handel's Messiah,” and a recording 
which carries its narration and background 
music, were prepared by the Society for Visual 
Education of Chicago. The following con- 
densed version of the narration is numbered to 
conform with the six strips of illustrations. 


Like Much Great Music. It Had 


to Struggle tor Acceptance 


Strip 1 (top to bottom): In London, in 1741, 
German-born George Frederick Handel was 
bankrupt and in public disfavor as a composer 
of Italian opera. Invited to concertize in Dublin, 
Handel decided to introduce there an oratorio 
about the Messiah. Aided in selection of Biblical 
texts by a friend, Charles Jennens, Handel 
worked feverishly, stopped to eat only when his 
servant brought food. The oratorio was com- 
pleted in 24 days. 

Strip 2: Handel, in his haste, left blots and 
smears on the original score. Anticipating lim- 
ited musical resources in Dublin, he confined his 
choruses to four-part writing, assigned instrumen- 
tal solos only to the trumpet and violin. 

Strip 3: Handel reached Dublin by way of 
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Chester, and “The Messiah” was given its pre- 
miere amid great excitement on April 13, 1742. 
Because Fishamble Street Music Hall was so 
small, women attending the concert were re. 
quested to dispense with hoopskirts. 

Strip 4: With more than 700 persons packed 
into the hall, Handel presided at the organ and 
Matthew Dubourg conducted. The Dublin audi- 
ence was enthusiastic and seven soloists, several 
of whom Handel had brought from London, 
shared in the response. 

Strip 5: The performance outlined the ora- 
torio’s Scriptural texts, beginning with Isaiah's 
prophecy of a Messiah and Isaiah's famous de- 
scription of the people walking in darkness and 
seeing a great light. The libretto continues 
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through the resurrection of Christ, and celebrates 
the final triumph of the Lord in the stirring 
“Hallelujah Chorus.” 

Strip 6: King George II attended the first 
London performance of “The Messiah’’ on March 
23, 1743, and was so moved at the “Hallelujah 
Chorus” that he stood up. London audiences, 
however, remained cool, and some of Handel's 
old enemies began reviving hostilities against 
him. However, by 1750, when “The Messiah” 
(after numerous revisions) was given as a bene- 
fit for London’s Foundling Hospital, Handel was 
once more in public favor. On Handel's death in 
1753, “The Messiah’’ became his most imperish- 
able legacy. It is performed eyerywhere, in ca- 
thedrals, village churches, on the concert stage.

UCHE DE NOEL, as the name implies, is a French con- 
fection that resembles a Christmas log. It consists of a 
large sheet of sponge-type cake frosted and filled with 
mocha creme that is rolled like a jelly roll and has its outer 
frosted surface marked to resemble a log. Mrs. Carol B. 
Sonnino of University City used this traditional cake to test 
the culinary ability of her students in home economics at 
a girls’ school in Switzerland, where she once taught. 
Mrs. Sonnino starts by preparing the frosting creme 
which must be cold before spreading. Syrup, made of 
sugar and strong, espresso-type coffee, is cooked to soft- 
ball stage (235 degrees on thermometer), then is poured 
gradually into beaten egg yolks with continued beating at 
low speed until mixture is cold. Butter is softened at room 
temperature before it is beaten into cold egg-syrup mixture. 
Cake batter is made by adding sugar to beaten whole 
eggs, then beating over very low heat until mixture is 
doubled in bulk. (This takes about 15 minutes with electric 
beater or 20 to 25 minutes by hand with wire whisk.) Flour 
dnd cornstarch sifted together are folded in gently, and mix- 
ture is poured into a well buttered and sugared shallow- 
sided sheet pan, about 15 to 17 inches in size. Cake is baked, 
in middle part of oven, for 10 minutes at 350 degrees; then it 
is unmolded onto cloth sprinkled with sugar, rolled up 
and set aside to cool. A warm cake will melt frosting. 
The cooled cake is unrolled and frosting is spread over 
it, then it is rerolled. The ends are cut off diagonally, each 
piece about one inch by three inches. Roll is frosted on 
outside, and the diagonal pieces are placed on top and 
spread with frosting to resemble stubs of cut-off branches. 
Tines of fork are drawn through frosting, using short strokes 
to simulate texture of bark; ends are marked with circles to 
resemble tree growth rings. Cake should be kept in cool 
place to prevent frosting from softening. 


INGREDIENTS 
FOR CAKE: FOR FROSTING CREME: 
Six eggs One and one-half cups strong 
One and one-fourth cups sugar coffee 
Three-fourths cup flour Four egg yolks 


One and three-fourths cups 
butter (344 sticks) 


Three-fourths cup cornstarch 
Two and one-fourth cups sugar

THREE WISE MEN

(Eprror’s NOTE: A few weeks ago, PARADE’S Jack Anderson stood in 
Israel and looked into Jordan at Bethlehem sprawled over a mountain 
slope. Out of the inspiration of the moment came this Christmas story.) 


T WOULD BE WRONG to say that the birth of the baby brought the 

three wise men to the Holy Land. They came to Tel Aviv to attend 

an international conference. Not until the closing banquet did fate, 
in the form of the seating committee, put them together. 

After they had had their fill of tepid food and torpid speeches, 
they drifted out through the hotel entrance that led to the sea. No 
one spoke as they stood in the musty darkness. Dr. Casper Curtis, an 
American, lit a cigarette. Prof. Melchior Kuskov, a Russian, sucked 
in the dank air. Dr. Balthasar Singh, from India, gazed thoughtfully 
into the darkness which had blotted out the horizon and turned the 
sea into ink. 

They listened for a time to the crash of the breakers. Over the sea’s 
thunder they could hear the wail of a singer from a curtained night 
club.

Only 
once did she stop to pant and blow off the steam that had been 
generated under her hood. 


he THE BATTERED but spacious back seat, the three passengers had 
their minds fixed far above the clatter of the car and the scuffed up- 
holstery. They were absorbed in conversation that befitted wise men. 
Inspired by their mission, they talked of the world the baby in Bethle- 
hem would inherit. 

They discussed the satellite they had seen the previous night. Was 
it a star of science exploring space or a warhead with a military pur- 
pose? Would it expand man’s horizons or become the means of his 
self-destruction? The wise men soberly pondered the alternatives. 

“By present engineering standards,” observed the American, “our 
planet has become limited in size. Those who occupy it must learn to 
live in peace if they expect to live at all.” 

“Our first problem is preserving the planet,” agreed the Russian. 
“Nuclear war can become a calamity for all people. The bombs would 
not distinguish between Communists and non-Communists.” 

“Nuclear war can become a calamity without ever occurring,” sug- 
gested the Indian. “The mere threat of such a war has increased terror 
and tension in the world. This has a deteriorating effect upon human 
values. Living in the shadow of the hydrogen bomb, we can become 
so concerned with prolonging our lives that we sacrifice the values 
that make our lives worthwhile. This could make moral barbarians 
of us, although we may possess the most sophisticated machines.”

Dr. Curtis nodded. “Our moral advance must catch up with our 
scientific progress,” he mused, “if we are to survive.” 

“Ah,” said the Indian, “but you Americans believe in righteous 
violence. You believe it is moral to use force to overcome evil, violence 
to stop aggression. The great Ghandi taught that force only generates 
force, and violence causes violence.” 

“Most Americans,” Dr. Curtis acknowledged, “believe freedom is 
even more important than peace. We would fight, if necessary, for the 
values you mentioned.” 

“We have our ideological differences,” broke in Prof. Kuskov. “But 
these are not worth nuclear war.” 

“The way to prevent nuclear war,” said Dr. Singh, “is not to build 
bigger bombs. We must give up our bombs, not build more of them. 
Trust must begin somewhere; we must have faith in one another.

At 67, here’s Olympic star Joie Ray 
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by SID ROSS and ED KIESTER 


EAST GARY, IND. 

F YOU WERE TO DRIVE along tree-shaded Marquette 

Road here, at 6:30 a.m. any day but Saturday, 
chances are you would come across a man jogging 
through the gloom. 

In the gray shades of morning, you might size him 
up as a college athlete. He’s crewcut and covers the 
ground smoothly, with the easy stride of the practiced 
runner. His short figure is lithe and trim. He has a 
barrel chest, slender waistline, and wiry calves, and 
is a remarkable physical specimen. 

On. looking more closely, however, you might dis- 
cover the most astonishing facts of all—that his hair 
is graying, his face lined and elderly. For this dawn’s- 
early-light runner is Joie Ray, and he is nearly 68 years 
old. Forty years ago, he was America’s top distance 
runner. Today, he is in as good shape as he ever was— 
and even, he likes to think, better. 

At a time when President Kennedy is demanding 
more physical fitness, Ray is an extraordinary ex- 
ample of how it can be achieved. Every year recently 
the University of Illinois has been giving him a bat- 
tery of 128 fitness tests. He comes through breezing. 
“He’s in better shape than 70 per cent of our students,” 
an awed official says of him. Two years ago, on 
his birthday, Ray ran a mile against a stopwatch. He 
did it in under six minutes. 

“It was cold and the wind was against me,” he 
grumped afterwards. 

Ever since he was a 9-year-old weakling, fresh from 
a siege of typhoid, Ray has been a bug on physical 
conditioning. Most people have forgotten him today, 
but in the 1920s his name was a household word. 
When the four-minute mile was only a dream, he and 
Paavo Nurmi, the Flying Finn, held the existing 
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Man in motion, lole “ae 67, jogs diine Indiana road on 


his morning workout. He never walks when he can run. 
Above, old picture shows Ray at height of fame, in mid-20s. 
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distance from 1,000 yards to 10,000 meters. He once 
trained with Jack Dempsey and he competed in three 
Olympics— 1920, 1924, 1928. And, in that Era of 
Wonderful Nonsense, he once outran a horse and 
buggy and even took part in a 200-mile Canadian 
snowshoe race. 

Ray’s running career lasted more than 25 years. 
It was the Depression, not age, that finally stopped 
him. After he quit running, he worked in a local steel 
mill, where, when the foreman wasn't looking, he set 
up a makeshift gymnasium and worked out. He re 
tired from the mill in 1959, now devotes his time to a 
regimen every bit as rigorous as that of his athlete days. 
Here is Joie Ray's program: 

1) He gets up every morning at 6:30, and starts 
running. Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays he runs 
two miles; Tuesdays and Sundays, he runs four miles; 
Saturdays, being a Seventh-day Adventist, he rests. 

2) Three mornings a week, he puts in a one-and 
a-half hour workout at the Jim McGee Health Club in 
Gary. He lifts 75-pound weights, works out on the 
rowing machine, does situps and pullups, and per 
forms other strenuous exercises designed to build up 
back and neck muscles.

3) He lives by a strict diet, in which he eats meat 
only once a week. His staple fare includes grapefruit, 
soft-boiled eggs, green salad, cottage cheese, green 
beans and carrots. Fruit and fish are his treats. He 
eats a good deal of rhubarb, which he raises himself. 

4) He doesn’t smoke, and his only beverages are 
citrus juice, tomato juice, and powdered milk. 

5S) He takes wheat germ oil capsules, and sprinkles 
whole wheat germ on his food. 

“I don’t believe in rocking-chair sitting,” says Ray, 
who has been hospitalized only once in his life, briefly. 
“Look how many people my age are sick and cranky 
and ailing and even dying. Here I'm nearing 68 and 
feel as young as ever. People say to me, ‘Gee, I wish | 
could be like you when I'm 65.’ I tell them, ‘Well, 
you have to do like I do.” 

One reason Ray can “do like I do” is that he lives 
alone in a “bachelor house” cluttered with his 950 
trophies. He was divorced in 1927 and his two 
daughters are now grown. He's active in his church, 
and he frequently gives fitness talks to grade schools 
and high schools around Gary, and also to civic 
groups. Sometimes he works for a local contractor 
putting in septic tanks, and tile drains on farms. He 
likes the work because he must lift heavy objects. He 
can pick up a 50-pound tile with one hand. 

“This country is too soft, physically,” Ray says. 
“Right from the little kids clear up to the grownups. 
Look how many people the Army rejects as physically 
unfit. Why, a kid of draft age ought to be sparkling 
with health! 

“We're all just too darn lazy,” he continues. “If 
you want to be healthy, you have to work at it. How 
many people I know reach 65 and say, ‘I'm through, 
I’m retired.’ Not me. I’ve set my sights for 100. Why, 
I expect to die running the mile!”

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Santa Claus has 
a new helper 


ow'p your Christmas shopping go this year? 
Was it a burden, a chore, a tiresome bother? 
For many folks it meant new fun—especially for 
shoppers in Dallas and Philadelphia. In those cities 
two top department stores, Neiman-Marcus and John 
Wanamaker, promoted what may well be a harbinger 
of the future —a pair of computers from International 
Business Machines Corporation. Around these solid 
state data-processing machines, they set up gift ad 
visory systems, ballyhooed them as the answer to the 
perennial Christmas shopping problem. 

Instead of wracking their weary brains with the 
question of what to buy Uncle Max, thousands of cus 
tomers made their way to the fourth floor at Neiman 
Marcus or the seventh at Wanamaker’s and simply 
let the computers do their complex work. Here’s how 
the machines did it: 

A shopper — looking for something to give his wife 

first filled out a questionnaire describing her. He 
gave such information as her age, interests, hobbies, 
vocation, other descriptive data, and the price-range 
of his gift. The information was punched into an IBM 
card and “read” into the computer. Reading from these 
magnetic tapes at speeds exceeding 62,000 characters 
a minute, the computer unit formed an electronic 
image of the person for whom it was to shop. 

The computer then electronically scanned another 
magnetic tape on which was recorded a complete de 
scription of the 2,200 items available at Neiman 
Marcus. Guided by its image of the woman who was 
to receive the gift, the computer selected from its full 
list the ten items it felt best suited her. 

Once this mechanical gift adviser made its selec 
tions, they were printed by a printer which can turn 
out 600 lines per minute, and handed to the waiting 
customer. 


In less time than it took him to walk from one 


or 


counter to another, the automated gift adviséry system 
provided the shopper with a complete shopping list 
of the store's ten best items for each person on his 
shopping list. 

Maybe this sounds complicated to you, but to the 
average shopper who consulted the computer in cither 
Dallas or Philadelphia, it meant simple speedy service 
with a capital “S,” plus lots of fun. 

At Neiman-Marcus, for example, one gentleman, 
making believe he was President Kennedy, filled out a 
questionnaire for Jacqueline Kennedy in gifts costing 
more than $1,000. The computer suggested a yacht. 


A Tough Question 


At Wanamaker’s a wise guy asked the machine to 
select a gift for a six-year-old child-bride who had 
children. Unruffled, the machine printed: 
“You have described a very unusual person. If you will

produce the person, we will produce a gift.” 

In Dallas one newsman sought the counsel of the 
machine on what to buy millionairess Barbara Hut 
ton. The answer: A pair of shoes with IBM stock cer- 
tihcates stuffed in one

FAITH KEPT HIM ALIVE

EN MONTHS AGO only one man expected John 
Payne to be alive this Christmas. That man was 
actor John Payne. 

By all realistic medical standards he had small 
cause for such strong faith in his survival, because last 
March John Payne lay in a New York city guttef more 
than half dead. 

He was blind in both eyes. His left leg was broken 
in five places. His scalp was torn from his head. His 
blood-gushing skull was cracked open, and the rem- 
nants of his chin-flesh dangled tremulously from his 
jawbone. 

In New York to negotiate the sale of syndication 
rights of his TV series Restless Gun, Payne was cross- 
ing Madison Avenue to keep a dinner date when a car 
hit him. The auto was driven by a 21-year-old boy who 
had borrowed it from a family friend. The car bumper 
caught Payne on his left side, tossed him into the air. 
Coming down he crashed face-first into the wind- 
shield, was battered 80 feet along the avenue. 

“It was raining at the time,” Payne recalls, “and I 
came to in the street very quickly. There were chunks 
of glass in both of my eyes, and I couldn't see, but I 
was conscious, and I could feel my scalp open in three 
or four places and the blood rushing down my face. 
I knew that losing all that blood was weakening me in 
a hurry. And I couldn't move my leg. 

“I guess I lost about three-fifths of my body's blood 
before the ambulance arrived from Roosevelt Hospital. 
Then they gave me plasma right away. But I didn’t 
pass out until a little later when they shot me with 
sodium pentothal in the hospital and wheeled me into 
the operating room.” 

Friends expected the 49-year-old Hollywood star to 
die in surgery or, surviving it, to lose his eyesight or 


at best to come out of it alive but henceforth unem- 
ployable as an actor, so badly glass-scarred was his 
once handsome face. But not Payne. 

“I didn’t think of dying for one second,” he says. 
“The thought never crossed my mind, not even when 
I was lying there in the street. And afterwards when 
they sewed up my face and put me in a hip cast for 
five and a half months, I was sure I'd work again. 

“I have faith and by nature I'm an optimist. And 
the three doctors who handled my case told me a 
stricken patient’s attitude is what frequently counts 
most. People who are defeatists by nature often die 
following surgery. People who are optimistic don’t. 
The moral of the thing is to have faith and a healthy 
attitude.” 

Today John Payne is back at work in television 
with only one last trace of a scar across his chin. Plastic 
surgery has taken care of his other face wounds, and 
makeup covers most of the chin scar unless the camera 
moves in for a\closeup. Payne limps slightly on his left 
leg, in which a steel shank has been inserted to sup- 
port the tibia bone. Within a week the shank comes 
out, and then the tall, soft-speaking Virginian from 
Roanoke should be almost as good as new. 


Careful Words 


Unlike most actors, who are occupationally emo 
tional and given to melodrama in their recitation of 
personal tragedy, Payne is a mild, low-pressure player 
who launches his words as a pigeon-keeper launches 
his pigeons, one at a time. He speaks slowly with step- 
ping stone deliberation so that you believe him when 
he says he feels no bitterness toward the youngster 
who struck him down. 

“He never came to see me in the hospital,” Payne 
states. “None of his family ever came. He’s never 
written me a line. I wouldn't recognize the kid if I 


saw him. But there's no point in bitterness or recrim- 
ination. They're negative qualities. 

“One of the few advantages of a long recuperation 
is that it gives you time to think. I've had ten months 
in which to take inventory, to re-assess my values, and 
to me the most important thing in life now is good 
health —like everyone else I used to take it for granted. 
Before this accident I was never sick. I think I'd been 
in a hospital once before with a broken rib for three 
days and then when I was 16 or 17 I had my tonsils 
out. 

“After good health a feeling of optimism, of well- 
being, and then the pleasure you make with your 
family [Payne has three children: Julie 21, Kathleen 
15, Tommy 13] and the pleasure you make with your 
work. These are all positive values.” 


People Are Scared 


Payne feels that most people nowadays are suffer- 
ing from negativism and fright. “They shudder every 
fifteen minutes,” he claims, “at every newscast, until 
we're in danger of becoming a nation of neurotics. 
I heard two physicists on TV the other night. One 
said the world is sure to be destroyed. The other said 
it was nonsense. 

“I’m no paragon and I certainly don’t suffer from 
what is known as ‘pulpit feet.’ I don’t like to make 
sermons, but if my accident taught me one thing, it’s 
that there’s an eternal continuity to life, that we've 
got to have faith in ourselves, faith in our ability to 
live our lives with courage and brightness, faith in 
our intelligence to solve our problems, no matter how 
tough they seem. 

“I think Ferdinand the bull had a heck of a good 
philosophy. ‘Smell the flowers. Smell the flowers.’ 
That's what I did, and here I am, and it’s Christmas 


coming.” e

‘Nobody Asked Me,’ Waring 
Says of Long TV Absence

NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (UPI) 

RED WARING and his fine, large in- 

strumental and choral organization, the 
Pennsylvanians, will make a rare television 
appearance this Sunday (KSD-TV, 9 p.m.) 
and it is about time. 

In the earlier years, the Waring shows 
were a weekly pleasure on the networks 
But, after several successful seasons, the 
program went the way of many other popu- 
lar shows that, for inexplicable reasons, 
seemed to have worn thin their welcome. 

Asked why he and his people haven't 
been on TV since a couple of special ap. 
pearances four years ago, the outspoken 
maestro said: 

"No one asked me to go on. At least 
no one willing to let me do my type of 
show. | don't mean that to sound bitter. 
I'm just being honest. 

“Actually, there are quite a few of us 
former television regulars around. Jackie 
Gleason and Milton Berle are just two. We 
manage to survive.” 

WARING'S “SURVIVAL” has been ac- 
complished easily and without financial 
strain. Just prior to coming to New York 
to get ready for tomorrow's special, the 
graying musician and his company com- 
pleted another cross-country concert swing 
in which they broke previous records. His 
resort on Shawnee-on-Delaware, Pa., con- 
tinues to be a resounding success and the 
Waring music publishing firm is the largest 
distributor of choral music in the country. 

His Christmas eve show is called ‘Fred 
Waring's Unforgettables.” It's a project 
he has had in mind for several years. 

“And | thought of that title long before 
‘The Untouchables’ became a_ television 
series,’ he said, “so, no jokes, please. 

“The basic idea is simple. There are 
songs that bring back memories for all of 
us. Whenever | hear Irving Berlin's ‘All 
Alone, | temember the torch he carried 
for Ellen Mackay before he was able to 
marry her. Play ‘Swanee’ and | remember 
what a thrill it was to see Al Jolson work 
on a Broadway stage.

“We may surprise a few people by show- 
ing what good fun good popular music can 
be,"" Waring said. ‘| know there are people 
in television who figure I've had it; that 
I'm a square old guy with a glee club. But 
you should see the way audiences laugh and 
enjoy themselves at our appearances. 

"It's difficult to understand, isn't it? 
People will stand in line to pay $6 a seat 
to see our shows. But it's taken me four 
years to get the Pennsylvanians back on 
television.” 
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‘Lamp Unto My Feet’ Scripts 
Attractive to Major Stars 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (UPI) 
18) AMP UNTO MY FEET," oldest religious 
series on television, is now in its 
fourteenth year with a strong record of 
accomplishment. 

The long list of stars who have appeared 
on this Sunday morning half-hour program 
{KMOX-TV, 9 a.m.) reads more like a 
roster for a top dramatic series shown in 
prime evening time. On the list are Cedric 
Hardwicke, Henry Hull, Basil Rathbone, 
Judith Anderson, Siobhan McKenna, Kim 
Hunter, Luther Adler, Tom Poston, Maureen 
Stapleton and many others of stature. 

“The reason they appear on our shows,” 
producer Prentiss Childs explained, “at fees 
that are a fraction of whet they usually 
command, is that they like the scripts sub- 
mitted to them. They also are intrigued 
with acting in a play that illustrates some 
vital moral, ethical or social problems." 

Poston, who acted in "The Journal of 
Clarence Candide" for the program re- 
cently, was so enamored of Robert Crean’s 
script, Childs said, “that he not only agreed 
to do the play as soon as he read it, but 
he also spent quite a bit of time con- 
tributing to the production.” 

CHILDS NOTED that ideas for the plays 
are generally worked out in collaboration 
with representatives of the major religious 
denominations. They sugaest the name of a 
guest who is asked what he would like to 
see on the program. 

“Instead of a sermon, which might not 
have a widespread appeal.” Childs said, 
“the show utilizes the resources of tele- 
vision, ranging through all the arts—opera, 
ballet, sculpture, music, painting, as well as 
drama—to point up the theme of the mes- 
sage which the guest wishes to convey. 

“Sometimes | get an idea for a program 
as the result of reading newspapers, mag- 
azines, and art and religious publications 
and then seek a quest suitable for its in- 
troduction. Occasionally. we give the entire 
half hour to a subject, without a quest, as 
in the.case of our presentation of ‘Anima e 
Corpo," the first oratorio ever written, as 
performed by the Church in Rome where 
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it was done originally in the seventeenth 
century. 

AMONG FORTHCOMING PROJECTS 
on the program is a play entitled “Chalk 
Marks on a Brick Wall," written by 1/8- 
year-old Gregory Rozakis who also ap- 
peared in it when it was presented in an 
off-Broadway production some months ago. 
It presents philosophical consideration of 
the question as to whether an individual! 
can have moral values without religious 
beliefs. 

Childs is the son of Marquis Childs, au- 
thor and Washington correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. He majored in anthropology 
in Yale, then studied acting and had a few 
off-Broadway jobs. He joined CBS as a 
production assistant five and a half years 
ago and has been producing “Lamp” for 
a year.
